U5NDON.  April  15.— Bailleul  and 
Wulverghem  were  the  central  points 
of  the  heavy  fighting  today  between 
British,  and  Germans  in  Flanders,  white 
the  Oerman  artillery  displayed  Increas- 
ed activity  in  the  section  between 
Olvenchy  and  Robecq,  aocordlng  to  the 
report  from  Field  Marshal  Halg**  head- 
Quarters  issued  tonight.  The  report 
■ays: 
"Fighting  occurred  this  afternoon  In 
,  the  neighborhood  of  Bailleul  and  Wul- 
verghem and   is  continuing. 

"Ob  the  remainder  of  the  Lya  battle 
front  thcr^  la  nothing  particular  to  re- 
port. ■  ^ 

"The  hostile  artillery  is  showing  ac- 
tivity in  certain  sectors,  particularly 
between  Olvenchy  and  Robecq.  Bodies 
of  German  infantry  moving  along  the 
I>a  BuH<iee-l'>talre8  were  effectively 
engaged  by  our  artillery. 
'  "On  the  other  parts  of  the  British 
front  there  was  no  Important  Incident." 
Detarmlned  Attadis 
The  nioming  statement  followa: 
"Severe  fighting  continued  all  day 
yeatcrday  around  Kcuve  BgUse.  After 
beating  off  numerous  attacks  our 
troopa  were  In  the  end  compelled  to 
withdraw  a  second  time  from  the  vll- 
iag*. 

"Strong  attacks  were  made  by  the 
enemy  yesterday  afternoon  at  a  num- 
ber of  other  points  on  the  battle- 
front.  Northwest  of  MervlUe  fierce 
fighting  took  place,  as  a  reault  of 
which  the  attacking  German  Infantry 
were  driven  back  with  great  loss. 
fThe  hostile  infantry  advancing  along 
the  northern  bank  of  the  Lys  were 
caught  by  the  Are  of  our  artillery 
and  were  unable  to  develop  their  at- 
tack. 

"In  the  course  of  the  day  no  less 
than  seven  attacks  were  delivered  by 
tlie  vnemy  In  .the  Merville  sector,  all 
of  which  were  repulsed  with  heavy 
Jocses  to  his  troopa.  In  one  case  the 
enemy  advanced  to  the  assault  In  Ave 
wavM.  Under  the  weight  of  this 
attack  our  line  waa  bent  back  slight- 
ly, but  was  completely  restored  by  a 
co\inter-attack. 

"Bouthwest  of  Bailleul.  parties  of 
the  enemy  succeeded  temporarily  In 
penetrating  our  poaltlons.  but  were 
driven  out  by  our  counter-attacilt  and 
our  line  waa  restored. 

"ilu«ceMful  minor  operations  were 
tarried  out  by  ua  during  the  night 
cast  of  Robecq.  .  Several  machine- 
guns  and  ICO  prtgonora  were  taken 
by  us. 

"Fighting  took  place  also  early 
thla  morning  south  of  the  Bomrae,  In 
the  neighborhood  of  Hangard.  Our 
position  in  this  region  has  been  Im- 
proved and  a  number  of  prisoners 
have  been  taken.  The  hoatlle  artillery 
«ras  active  lost  night  In  the  region  of 
Buoqvox. 

iVeitch  Make  Rakbi 
PARIH.  April  16.— The  statement  Ih- 
gued  by  the  War  Office  tonight  reports 
only    artillery    engagements    along    the 
front     It  reads: 

"Th«re  were  artillery  fengagements 
of  grettt  violence  Id  the  regions  of 
Hangar^>en-8anterr«.  Our  batteries 
•ioeeesfully  dlepersed  bodlee  of  enemy 
troops  In  the  approaches  of  Dcmuin 
gnd  LaoHk  Two  successful  raids,  one 
at  FViur  de  Paris,  and  the  other  at  Col 
du  Bonhommc.  were  carried  out.  and 
pHaon'>ra  brought  back.  The  cannon- 
ade waa  Intermittent  on  the  rs'nt  of 
the  front,  bnt  became  quite  lively  In 
the  sector  of  Avolcourt. 

"IXurlng  April  13  and  14  four  enemy 
airplanes  were  shot  down.  Our 
bomMng  morchlnes  dropped  3,009  kllo- 
grama  of  projectllee  upon  enemy  es- 
tablishments and  convoys  In  the  region 
pr  Montdldler."

HARASSING  ENEMY 

HOME,  April  16.— 9he  ofllcial 
statement  Issued  by  the  War  Office 
tonight  says: 

"Sllght  und  desultory  artillery  ac- 
tions developed  today' along  the  front, 
la  the  Loggia  basin  one  of  our  pa- 
trols attacked  a  machine  gun  empince- 
ment.  destroying  Its  garrison  and  cap- 
turing  the  gun.

armed  bands,  our  troops  which  land- 
ed in  Finland,  supported  by  detaoh- 
menln  of  our  naval  forces,  entered 
Ifelsingfors." 


OTTAWA,  April  IB. — Hon.  R.  N. 
Rowell.  President  of  the  Council, 
who  administers  the  affairs  of  the 
Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police, 
made  the  following  statement  in  re- 
ference to  the  proposal  to  send  over- 
seas a  Royal  North  West  Mounted 
Police   unit. 

"In  view  of  the  necessity  of  addi- 
tional cavalry  reinforcements  for  the 
Ctinadlan  cavalry  brigade,  now  oper- 
ating In  France,  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Royal  North  West  Mounted 
Police  wa.^  asked  If  the  members  of 
his  fordo  would  ca*  to  volunteer  for 
service  In  the  cavalry  and  proceed 
overceas  at  once.  The  members  of 
the  force  have  responded  splendidly 
to  the  call,  and  pfa'etltally  the  whole 
force  of  officers  and  men  offered  to 
enlist  and  serve  their  country  at  the 
present  critical  lime.  Thla  splendid 
response  has  been  much  appreciated. 
While  the  Government  would  like  to 
send  the  force  as  a  distinct  unit,  to 
be  known  as  N.W.M.P.  regiment  over- 
seas,  the  Minister  of  Militia  has  ad- 
vised the  Government  that  while  an- 
other distinct  cavalry  unit  Is  not  re- 
quired It  Is  necessary  that  the  exist- 
ing Canadian  cavalry  force  should  be 
malnUlned  at  full  strength.  As  a 
consequence  the  Government  has  not 
so  far  been  able  to  make  an  arrange- 
ment whereby  the  Mounted  Police 
could  proceed  overseas,  other  than  as 
reinforccmnets  for  the  existing  cav-

Take  Heavy  Toll 

In  Enemy  Ranks 

jyiachine  Guns  of  British  Sweep  Lines  With  Deadly 

Effect—Conflict    Rages    Around    Bailleul 

With  Varied  Fortunes — Village  of  Neuve 

Eglise  Is  Shambles 


WITH  TlIK  BRITISH  ARMIIop  IN 
FRANCE.  April  IS  (Afternoon).— (By 
the  A.  P.)— Another  atUck  on  the  un- 
happy town  of  BalUeiil  appeared  to  be 
boiling  up  today,  following  upon  the  re- 
capture of  Neuve  Exllse  by  the  Ger- 
mans last  night.  Hard  fighting  was 
proo«edln«r  this  morning  In  fhe  Bailleul 
sector,  but  up  lo  the  filing  of  this  dis- 
patch <2  p.  m.)  the  enemy  had  not  be- 
gan th«  big  onslaught  which  waa  ex- 
pectfld. 

The  loas  of  Neuve  Eglise  eertalnly 
made  the  situation  for  Bailleul  no 
brighter,  but  the  Allied  position,  on  the 
whole,  has  been  rrowlng  better  wUn 
the  passing  of  time. 

The  British  are  still  pivoting  on  Wy- 
t»chaele.  and  last  night,  when  the 
presKure  at  Neuve  Kgltse  becam*  too 
great  they  nWung  th*lr  line  to  the 
northwest,  thereby  eliminating  the 
■alleat  which  bulged  out  around  that 
place. 

The  BrttlHh  yesterday  r<>oaptiired  Ar- 
rearage. Just  east  of  the  NIeppe  forest. 
The  whole  area  Is  reported  full  of  Oer- 
man dead  who  fell  in  the  hard  fighting. 
South  of  here,  at  Cornet  Malo,  t^ast  of 
St  Ploris.  the  Oermans  yesterdiir  de- 
livered four  fierce  atUckx.  All  were 
repuived  with  heavg  losses  to  the  at- 
tacking troops. 


The  Oermans  occupied  a  shambles 
when  they  took  Neuve  Eglise.  The 
contending  forces,  who  have  been 
battling  bitterly  herT'for  days  had 
been  asking  and  giving  no  quarter. 
Several  times  the  shell-torn  village 
changed  hands.  On  each  occasion  It 
wa«  a  struggle  to  the  death  with  bay- 
onets as  the  troops  swirled  in  a  mad 
melee  through  the  crimsoned  streets. 

After  the  British  recaptured  the 
place  on  Saturday  they  continued  to 
hold  it  with  a  hollow  square  of  troops 
thrown  around  It.  The  massed  Oer- 
mans kept  flinging  themselves  against 
this  thin,  but  determined  line  of  de- 
fenders. The  battle  went  on  until 
late  last  night  when  -the  pressure 
from  overwhelming  enemy  forces  be- 
came too  great  and  the  weary  Hquare 
of  khaki  dissolved,  to  reform  In  new 
positions  a  little  northwest  of  the 
town.  Even  then  the  Oermans  found 
themselvea  In  a  desperate  situation, 
for  the  British  artillery  immediately 
opened  a  tremendous  bombardment 
and  began  piling  ap  German  dead 
with  those  who  had  gone  before. 

The  trend  of  oppiratioas  bi  the  north- 
ern battle  may  'be  seen  from  the  num- 
ber of  troopa  the  Oermaas'  have  been 
using  since  the  opening  of  Um  struggle,

LONDON.  April  15.— The  third 
reading  of  the  Government  manpower 
bin  tomorrow  1b  now  regarded  as  aa" 
sured.  There  have  been  rumors  thut 
a  labor  revolt  might  endanger  the 
measure,  but  if,  as  stated,  Premier 
Lloyd  George  has  been  able  to  meet 
the  views  of  the  labor  ministers  in  the 
direction  of  allowing  Home  Rule  to 
precede  the  application  of  conscrip- 
tion In  Ireland,  that  danger  is  averted. 
The  committee  sUge  of  the  bill  was 
completed  in  the  House  of  Comnionu 
tonight  without  further  Incident. 

Sir  Edward  Carson's  rather  unex- 
pected attack  on  the  Government 
arose  during  the  discussion  of  the 
clause  giving  the  Government  by 
proclamation  power  to  override  mill- 
tery  exemptions  already  granted  by 
tribunals.  The  Government  had  al- 
ready made  some  concessions  to  meet 
adverse  sentiment  of  the  public  over 
the  proposed  diminution  of  the  power 
of  the  tribunals,  but  many  member<i 
demand  still  further  safeguards 

Sir  Edward,  amid  applause  from 
both  the  Nationalists  and  Ulaterites, 
declared  he  distrusted  the  Govern- 
ment and  felt  they  were  keeping  Ire- 
land dangerously  In  the  dark. 

"The  Government  is  playing  with 
the  right  honorable  gentlemen  oppo- 
site," he  said,  "and  Is  playing  with  us. 
Whatever  they  intend  to  apply  to  Ire- 
land they  ought  not  to  be  ashamed 
of." 

Sir  Edward  Carson  appealed  to  4ho 
Government  to  deal  frankly  with 
both  sections  of  the  Irish  me^nbere 
in  the  House  and  tell  them  plainly 
what  kind  of  machinery  they  In- 
tended to  set  up.  He  said  he  found 
great  difficulty  In  understanding 
where  they  were  under  the  bill  and 
he  was  beginning  to  have  doubts 
whether  the  Government  rOally  meant 
to  put  It  Into  effect  or  not.  The 
Government,  he  said,  made  a  vital 
mistake  In  Its  manner  of  Introduc- 
ing the  measure,  and  would  make  the 
state  df  feeling  In  Ireland  tenfold 
worse  If  It  kept  the  House  longer  in 
the  dark. 

The  labor  Ministers  of  the  Cabinet 
In  an  interview  with  Premier  Lloyd 
George  tonight  pressed  the  Premier 
to  grant  self-government  to  Ireland 
on  the  basis  of  the  majority  report  of 
the  Jrlsh  convention  before  conscrip- 
tion is  put  into  operation.  It  Is  un- 
derstood that  the  conference  had 
satisfactory  results,  and  there  will  not 
be  a   cabinet  crisis. 

Sir  Oeorge  Cave.  Home  Secretary, 
having  remidUted  Jos.  Devlin's  sugges- 
tion that  the  Oovernment  wanted  to 
provoke  civil  war^  In  Ireland,  explained 
that  the  Government  wished  to  treat 
Kngland  and  Ireland  alike  In  the  mat- 
ter of  tribunals.  The  only  object  of 
proposing  a  limit  to  the  right  of  ap- 
peal, be  said,  waa  to  diminish  deUy. 
More  time  waa  needed  before  the  tri- 
bunals could  be  set  up  In  Ireland,  but 
he  had  no  doubt  they  would  be  ap- 
pointed on  recommendations  from  the 
Irish   Oovernment   Board. 

Herbert  H.  Asqulth.  former  Premier, 
welcomed  the  further  conceiuiions  an- 
nounced by  Sir  Oeorge,  but  styi  urged 
the  Oovernment  to  go  cautiously.  Ckily 
a  careful,  sympathetic  consideration  of 
the  special  conditions  of  Irish  life,  he 
said,  could  surmount  the  almost  In- 
superable dliriculty.  He  still  consider- 
ed the  Government's  decision  as  111. 
timed  and   unnecessary. 

air  Oeorge  Care,  In  behalf  of  the 
Oovernment.  announced  that  clergymen 
would  not  be  conscripted.  He  also  aa- 
cepted  an  amendment  providing  that 
registration  of  recruiting  and  tribunals 
would  be  controlled  by  local  Govern- 
ment Boards,  Instead,  as  proposed  by 
the  bill,  by  roi-al  proclamation.  After 
these  concessions  had  been  announced 
the  clause  under  discussion  was  carried 
by  a  vote  of  17«  to  H4.  the  announce- 
ment of  the  figures  showing  an  increas- 
ing minority.  This  growing  opposition 
to  the  bill  was  loudly  cheered  by  the 
National  lata. 


CURTAILS  BUILDING 
OF  WOODEN  VESSELS 

WABHINOTON.  April  IB.— Wooden 
•hipbullding  will  be  curtailed  for  steel 
construction  after  the  present  pro- 
gramme Is  completed,  on  suggestions 
mado  by  experts  to  offlclals  of  the 
Shipping  Board  that  the  ''"  3,500-ton 
wooden  ship  Is  economically  expen- 
sive and  that  all  engines  and  boilers 
are  needed  for  steel  shipe. 

A  survey  of  the  engine  and  holler 
output  of  the  country  has  been  under 
way  for  some  time.  Officials  of  the 
Board  frankly  have  stated  that  the 
supply  of  motive  power  was  the  limit- 
ing factor  In  the  shipping  programme, 
that  hulls  almost  without  limit  might 
be  out  into  the  -water. 

Now  It  is  believed  from  the  .pre- 
liminary showing  of  the  Investigation 
that  the  available  supply  of  engines 
and  boilers  will  not  be  sufficiently 
large  to  «»qulp  both  steel  and  more 
wooden  shipH  when  the  great  steel 
yards  now  under  construction  begin 
the  quantity  production  which  offlclals 
say  will  make  the  American  merchant 
marine  the  largest  and  IThest  in  the 
world.

ARGENTINE  OmCER 
FUES  ACROSS  ANDES 


BUENOS  AYRBS,  April  16.— Lieut. 
Cinderella,  of  the  Argentine  army,  to- 
day crossed  the  Andes  by  airplane 
from  Seapala.  Argentina,  to  Clruco. 
Chile,  a  distance  of  180  kilometres. 
The  maohine  crossed  the  mountains 
at  an  altitude  of  S,000  metres. 

This  Is  the  first  recorded  crossing 
of  the  Andes  by  airplane.  On  June 
24,  191«,  a  balloon  operated  by  Cap- 
tain Zuloga  and  Engineer  Bradley 
crossed  the  Andes  from  Santiago, 
Chile,  to  Argentina.

April  15. — ^The  Tag- 
llsche  Rundschau,  of  Berlin,  a  copy 
of  which  has  been  received  here,  con- 
tains a  story  that  Count  von  Hert- 
Ung,  the  German  Chancellor,  broke 
oTT  relations  with  Mathlas  Eraberger, 
leader  of  tho  Catholic  Centrists  in 
the  Reichstag,  and  threatened  to  re- 
sign when  informed  by  the  leaders  of 
the  majority  party  that  they  adhered 
to  their  resolution  for  peace  without 
annexations  or  Indemnities.  Sections 
of  the  majority  party,  the  newspaper 
adds,  thereupon  decided  to  accept  the 
Government's  new  programme  for  In- 
corporating French  territory  and  the 
coast  of  Flanders  into  the  German 
Empire  and  levying  large  war  indem- 
nities on  the  Western  Powers.  The 
majority  Boclalists  have  also  accepted 
the  programme  of  annexation,  says 
the  paper. 

The  Tagllsche  Rundschau  also  de- 
clares that  Herr  Eraberger  in  1»17, 
during  the  regime  of  Chancellor  von 
Bethmann-Holtweg,  made  a  peace  of- 
fer to  the  enemy  through  a  Dutch 
Journalist.  This  offer,  the  paper  says, 
amounted  to  a  plea  for  peace  at  any 
price. 

"Chancellor  von  Hortling  now  re- 
fuses to  receive  Herr  Krsborgor,"  the 
paper  says. 

According  to  Count  Reventlow. 
editorial  writer  of  the  Berlin  Tkges- 
leltung.  the  adoption  by  the  Reich- 
stag last  July  of  the  resolution 
against  annexation  and  indemnities 
was  due  to  the  action  of  Rmperor 
Charles  of  Austria.  Count  Reventlow 
Is  continuing  his  campaign  against  tho 
Austrian  Rmperor.  and  says  that 
Mathlas  Erxberger.  Clerical  member 
of  the  Reichstag,  read  at  a  secret  ses- 
sion of  that  body  a  letter  from  Count' 
Czernin  to  Emperor  Charles  in  which 
he  wrote  as  follows:  "Austria  wants, 
and  In  any  event  must  have,  poace  in 
tho  Winter  of  1»17."

Kharne,  Marash,  Aintab,  Urfa  and 
Kensab,  had  been  compelled  for 
months  by  Ottoman  troops  to  break 
stones  on  mads.  The  Armerians  are 
beln^  t.rought  to  JcruMaleni  in  British 
motor  trucks.  «ix  thousand  Hyrlan 
refugees  from  Bs-8alt.  twenty-two 
miles  north  of  the  Dead  Sea,  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  In  Jerusalem  thla 
week. 


In  connection  with  the  refugee  situ- 
ation hero,  the  Rev.  Htephen  Van  R.

"There  was  a  moment  before  the 
facile  succesa  which  Oerman  obUlned 
against  an  unresisting  enemy,  an 
enemy  in  the  Bast,  when  Oerman 
stateanien  and  Oerman  members  of 
Parliament  discussed  public  affairs  In 
a  way  whioh  would  lead  one  to  sup. 
pose  that  Germany  was  a  highway 
to  democratic  institutions  and  to 
heartfelt  adoption  of  the  four  prin- 
ciples which  had  made  her  famoug 
throughout  the  world.  BvenU  in  tho 
Rast  gave  them  a  facile  success  over 
the  Ulkera  In  Russia,  nnd  the  whole 
aspect  of  poliHea  and  public  opinion 
among  the  Central  Powers  has  en- 
tirely changed. 

"They   now   almost   cynically  sdmit 
that  fhe  resolution  of  the  Reichstag, 
of  which  we  have  heard  so  much,  alt 
the    talk    of   no   annexatlona   and    In- 
demRltlea.   of  conalderinif  the   wishes 
t»f  subject   populations,   the   spreading 
of  the  prinriples  of  security  and  free- 
dom throughout  the  world,  waa  what 
we  sometimes  call  camouflage." 
Mfthode  tUiow  Thnnaeffvc* 
All  that  now  was  throat  aside.  Ger- 
man niethnds  are  actually  being  oar- 
rled  out  before  the  eyes  of  the  Alliee 
in    the   raee   of   Roumania  and   other 
rommunitles  bordering  on   tho  Ifferi- 
ern    frontlera    of   Germany.      In -mo- 
ments   of    adversity,    continued     the 
Secretary.  Germany  used  a  fine  lan- 
guage, which  she  had  been  taught  In- 
deed by  the  statesmen  of  the  Allied 
Powers,  and  principally  by  President 
Wilson,  hut    which    she    had  learned 
but    imperfectly   and    understdhd    not 
at  all.    That  was  on*  nt  the  phases  of 
contemporary  events  which  made  the 
present      moment      extremely    Intor- 
eotlng.     Tho  other     was     tho    plain 
clear  revelation  of  tho  Oerman  mill- 
tary  plana.

Un- 
dotiMedJy  they  will  be  oommunlcate^ 
to  the  House  at  Wednesday's  seCreT 
session.  The  Idea  prevails  that  the 
secret  seaalon  is  liable  to  be  of  con- 
alderable  duration  and  may  last 
throtishout   the  afternoon. 

The  Prime  Minister  read  some  cor- 
respondence which  had  passed  between 
himself  and  Sir  Thomas  White,  Mini- 
ster of  Finance,  which  indicates  that 
the  Minister's  health  has  greaUy  im- 
proved. Before  his  return  to  Ottawa, 
however,  he  will  attend  an  Important 
conference  at  Washlnrton  at  which 
financial  arrangements  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  will  be  considered. 

The  House  spent  the  day  considering 
the  coal  situation,  the  debate  being 
based  upon  a  resolution  moved  by  Mr. 
J.  E.  Armstrong,  of  Lambton.  urging 
t'be' utilisation  of  i>eat  and  lignite  and 
an   increase   in    mining  operations. 

There  was  an  onanimous  agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  mem1>ers  that  noth- 
ing should  1)0  left  undone  to  Insure  an 
increase  in  the  coal  production  of  tha 
Dominion. 

Dr. .  Michael  Clark  advocated  tha  re- 
moval of  duty  on  coal,  and  came  In 
for  some  criticism  on  the  part  of  On- 
tario members  for  the  suggestion.  Hon. 
Martin  Burrell  made  the  statement 
that  KO.OOO  acres  of  peat  bogs  have 
been  mapped  out  in  Canada,  and  that 
theae  should  produce  138,000,000  tons 
of  peat. 

Vaal  OoaAroltar^  W««k 

Sir  George  Poster,  n-eplylng  to  criti- 
cisms of  the  Fuel  Controller,  main- 
tained that  Mr.  iMagrath  had  rendered 
a  valua'ble  service  to  the  country.  He 
had  succeeded  in  «ecuring  for  Canada 
her  fair  allotment  of  coal,  but  his  dif- 
ficulties were  added  to  by  the  lack  of 
transportation   facilities. 

Hon  C.  J.  Doherty,  replying  to  a 
question  put  in  the  Commons  on  Fri- 
day when  he  was  not  present,  said 
that  Lieut-Colonel  Maohln.  chairman 
of  the  Military  Service  Board,  emphat- 
ically denied  having  offered  to  Armand 
Ltavergne  the  post  of  chief  keeper  of 
records  at  Ottawa.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  said,  there  was  n^  such  posi- 
tion. 

Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean  asked  for  the  en- 
dorsement "by  Parliament  of  a  pro- 
clamation approving  the  issue  by  the 
ibanks  of  exoese  circulation  as  pro- 
vided  by   the   statutes.  « 

Sir  Wilfrid  Lisarler  asked  whether 
the  banks  had  made  a  renuent  for  per- 
mlesion  to  Increaae  the  circulation. 

Mr.  Maclean  replied  that  the  very 
fact  that  the  banks  hsd  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  given  in  past 
years  ahowed  that  they  desired  It. 
However,  he  said,  the  proclamation  had 
been  issued  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
banks.  The  approval  of  the  House  was 
then  given.

"And  in  the  Prussianised  Germany 
there  is  a  steady  determination  to  prove 
to  the  world  that  force  Is  the  way.  and 
the  only  way  to  obUIn  success.  They 
preach  that  doctrine  and  practice  that 
doctrine  to  show  that  in  the  case  of 
Germany  it  la  suecesful." 

For  some  reasons  which  he  was  qj!te 
unable  to  explain,  apparently.  In  the 
ordinary  German,  who  might  call  him- 
self a  Soclaliat.  International  Socialist, 
or  whatever  he  pleased,  there  wai^'deep 
down  In  hie  nature  a  predatory  instinct, 
so  that  when  success  appeared  to  crown 
his  efforts  he  whs  like  a  wild  beast 
falling  upon  his  helpleaa  prey.  It  waa

man peace  most,  ba  the  result  It  was 
for  this  reason  that  they  nsd  concen- 
trated their  efforts  in  front  of  the  Brit- 
ish army. 

Thdr  Mlscalcnlations 

Waa  that  military  calculation  going 
to  succeed?  (Cries  or  no,  no).  There 
were  many  reasons  why  it  should  not. 
Perhaps  the  most  Important  was  he- 
cause  the  German  higher  command 
were  determined  that  this  land 
struggle  should  come  to  an  end  he- 
fore  the  United  States  could  bring  its 
forcea  to  bear  upon  the  waatern  front. 
That  waa  their  calculation. 

They  had  made  many,  many  calcu- 
lations in  the  couraa  of  the  war.  One 
was  when  they  thought  that  the  first 
Spring  would  bring  them  to  Paria  but 
It  only  brought  them  to  Marne.  An- 
other waa  that  thay  thought  nothing 
would  Induce  America  either  to  break 
oft  diplomatic  relations  with  them  or 
enter  the  war.  lAaother  miscalcula- 
tion was  when  ihap  not  only  boaatad 
but  ballavad.  that  a  few  months  of 
anraatrletad  aubmarina  warfare  would 
dastrer  tha  raalgtanoa  of  Great 
Britain. 

Another  miscaleulation  waa  with 
regard  to  the  aaaiatance  which  Am- 
erica eould  give  on  the  western  front. 
Bafara  thia  great  atmggla  had  come 
to  a  cencl— lira  and.  daelared  the  Sec- 
retarjr,  Amarica  would  prova  Its  de- 
tarmtaatlon  to  boar  Ha  fan  share  in 
tha  tramandaiM  atmcgrla.

Bmperor 
Charles  accepted  the  realgnatlon  and 
entrusted  Count  Caernla  with  the  con- 
duct of  foreign  affalFB  until  hla  auc- 
ceasor  is  appointed. 

An  ofOelal  atatamant  recatve4  hera 
from  Vl«nna  aaaarts  that  lateet  atkta- 
ments  of  M.  Clemeocaaa  oonoarnlng 
the  conversatlona  baiween  Austria 
and  France  regarding  the  posalblllty 
of  openbig  peace  negotlationa  do  not 
alter  tha  sittiatlon  aa  regards  the  ma- 
jority of  Count  Csernln's  declara- 
tions.  The  Austrian  Foreign  Minis- 
ter, the  statement  says,  is  unable  to 
ascertain  who  was  responsible  for  de- 
livering to  the  French  what  is  said 
to  have  been  a  forged  letter,  aubstl* 
tutad  for  the  letter  which  was  to  hava 
been  delivered.  Neither  Prince  Six- 
tufl.  whose  character  is  bey«nd  re- 
proach, nor  anyone  else  is  aocuaad  of 
falslfloation,  continues  the  statamant, 
which  conoludea:  "The  afCalr  is 
herewith  declared  to  be  at  an  end." 

Count  Czernln  did  not  know  of  Em- 
peror Charles'  letter  to  Prince  Sixtus 
when  he  made  the  statement  that 
France  had  initfj^ted  the  conversation 
with  Austria,  according  to  a  Vienna 
dispatch  to  the  Liokal  Atuaiger  of 
Berlin.  On  learning  of  the  letter  he 
realgned,  but  yielded  to  a  request  that 
he  remain  in  offlce  until  the  con- 
clusion of  the  peace  agreement  with 
Roumanla.

Mr.  Wlliiant 
Carey,  who  was  to  have  npoken  on  the 
organisation  of  a  branch  of  the  aasocla- 
tlon in  Ward  Two.  was  unable  to  a(- 
taatf.  In  the  unavoidable  a  bawbee  of 
OoonclUor  Dlggan.  who  waa  to  hav.e 
presided  over  the  meeting.

At  the  present  rau  of  going  it  does 
not  appear  possible  that  the  Legisla- 
ture Will  complete  its  labors  by  the 
end  of  the  week,  though  undoubtedly 
the  majority  of  the  members  hope  to 
see  that  sccomplisbed.  The  House 
spent  all  of  yestsrdar  on  ths  estimates 
and  some  progress  waa  made,  but  the 
Opposition  has  many  questions  to  ask 
and  considerable  eritlelsm  to  offer.  The 
fact  that  the  estlnatea  as  prlntsd  this 
year  give  lump  sums  only,  as  a  rule, 
and  not  the  details,  as  formerly  was  the 
practice,  leads  to  considen^le  deft>ate. 
It  Is  a  certainty  that  the  estimatea  can- 
not be  completed  until  tonight,  even 
though  it  is  probable  a  morning  ses- 
sion will  be  resorted  to  today  to  ex- 
pediate    business. 

More  protest  was  made  by  Mr.  Bow- 
ser  yesterday  at  the  new  plan  of  es- 
tl-mates  wherennder  Iu;np  sum  amounts 
were  put  in  and  no  details  given  when 
an  item  of  9176,000  for  Provincial  po- 
lice service  was  reached.  The  result, 
he  said,  waa  that  the  House  waa  called 
upon  to  vote  blindly,  whereas  under  the 
hitherto  excellent  practice  adopted  by 
tlic  late  government  the  details  were 
kno«n  and  Intelligent  comparisons 
with  the  amounts  voted  in  previous 
years  could  be  made.  In  the  coi^e  of 
his  remarks  througliout  the  €^tlrh|iteH 
the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  repeatedly 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  increas- 
es in  Halarles  were  beinK  voted  by  a 
government  that  had  persistently  held 
Itself  forth  as  one  of  economy  and  was 
wont  to  criticize  the  late  government 
for  alleged  extravagance.  Now  the 
mem*>er8  were  simply  asked  to  have 
conHdence  In  the  administration  and 
pass  votes  without  any  proper  Infbr- 
mation    being   before    them. 

Attorney-General  Farrls  Admitted  it 
was,  perhaps,  better  for  the  pqt>lic  to 
know  how  the  various  Items  were  to  be 
spent,  tout  he  suggested  that  informa- 
tion would  be  known  when  the  details 
were    available    for    next    session. 

Mr.  Bowser — Quite  true,  but  then  the 
money  will  have  been  spent. 
The  Bamsdy 
Attorney-General  /Farrls — W«ai,  th« 
only  remedy  is  to  do  ss  had  been  done 
before — turn  the  Government  out  If  ex- 
penditures   are    not    rightly    made. 

Mr.  Walters,  Dtberal  member  for 
Yale,  gave  hearty  endorsement  to  the 
complaint  made  toy  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition,  declaring  the  plan  adopted 
In  the  compilation  of  the  present  esti- 
mates was  a  retrograde  one  and  gave 
the  Impression  there  was  something  to 
hide. 

To  Mr.  Bowser,  who  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  tl^e  1175,000  Item  was  an  In- 
crease over  last  year,  the  Attorney- 
General  admitted  It  was  and  promised 
to  give  the  details  thereof  asked  for 
by  the  former,  who  asserted  It  is  cost-. 
Ing  more  today  to  carry  on  the  civil 
service  of  the  Province  than  It  did  In 
191«.  Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to  the  in- 
creased cost  of  conducting  the  Kam-' 
loops  and  Nelson  Jails,  but  Attorney- 
General  Farrls  countered  by  stating 
that  by  the  closing  of  the  Victoria  and 
New  Westminster  Jails  a  large  saving 
had  been  effected.  At  the  same  time 
some  incresse  was  needed  at  the  other 
Institutions  to  meet  additional  help  re- 
quired  there. 

Mr.  Bowser  urged  that  through  th« 
closing  of  those  Jails  some  old-Ume 
servants  had  been  thrown  out.  What 
had  been  done  for  them  in  the  way  of 
a  retiring  allowance T  He  understood 
the  Government  had  adopted  the  pisn 
In  the  r«.te  of  dIsml.Msed  registry  of- 
fice employees,  to  give  those  of  over 
ten  years'  service  three  months*  salary. 
Only  one  of  those  Jail  employees,  a 
guard  of  short  service  «t  the  Wllltln- 
son  Koad  Institution,  had  been  trsns- 
fcrrcd,  a  man  who  apparently  liad  a 
friend  In  the  ndmlnistratlnn.  while 
others  of  nnirh  longer  service  and  good 
records  had  been .  dropped  without  any 
provision  being  miide  for  them.  He  In- 
staiiced  the  esse  of  Guard  Turnbiill  si 
New  We.itmlnster,  a  man  of  seventeen! 
years'    service. 

Attorney-General  Farrls  stated  the 
same  rule  adopted  with  respect  to  reg- 
istry office  employees  was  being  ap- 
plied to  Jail  employees  dismissed.  The 
Oovrrnmcnf  was  now  sttempting  to 
work  out  some  proper  superannuation 
system. 

Those  Sseapes 

The   Leader  of   tho  Opposition   started 
something    when,    on    the    vote    for    the 
Oirls*    Industrial    Homo    at    Vancouver, 
he    roundly    critlclaed     the    Government 
for      »hat      he      declsred      were    *wrong 
answers  to  <|ueNtlons  he  put  respecting 
the    number    of    escapes      by      inmates 
since    the    new    woman    superintendent 
took    office    following    the    dismissal    of 
Mr.   Collier,    the    former   superintendent. 
He   had  asked   ho#  many  girta  had  es- 
caped   and    hsd    been    told    five.     As    a 
matter    of    fact,    there    were      sixteen. 
Five    of    the    escaped   girls      had      been 
rounded  up  and  after  from  eight  to  ton 
days    in    the    Vancouver   City   Jail,   held 
there   Illegally,    he   exclaimed,    they   had 
been   sent   to   the   Okhalla   Prison   Farm 
to  consort   with   hardened  criminals.   8o 
far  as   they    were  concerned,   the  whole 
principle    upon    which     the    liome    had 
l>een    founded    had    been    Ignored      and 
young    girls    guilty    of   ho    serious      of- 
fence had  t>een  branded   as  malefactors 
and    sent   to   a  common    Jail.     Tn      only 
one  case  under  the  former  superintend- 
ent   had    an    Inmate    of    the    Provincial 
home  been  sent  to  prison,  and  that  was 
an    incorrigible    twy.     It    was    an    ont- 
rsge,    he    declared,    that    these      girls, 
after   four   or   five   years   In    the   home, 
should  be  sent  to  Jail  because  the  pres- 
ent  superintendent    admitted    she    could 
not  handle  them.

litical purposes."  and  asserted  that  In 
view  of  jlTe  records  of  the  girls  the 
move  In  sending  them  to  the  Prison 
i-'arm    had    been   the   proper  one. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwaite,  whose  recent 
remarks  on  the  Industrial  Home  and 
its  system  had  been  termed  by  Mr. 
George  Bell  (Victoria)  us  "rambling 
and  raving,"  declared  there  could  hard- 
l.v  be  shown  anything  woM>e  done  to 
British  prisoners  in  Germany  than  was 
done  to  inmates  of  these  homes.  He  re- 
ferred to  Mr.  Bell's  previous  remarks, 
and  declsred  such  remarks  were  only 
what  could  be  expected  from  "these 
hypercritical  people,"  'these  unco  jfuld." 
He  knew  objection  had  been  taken  by 
some  people  to  his  remarks  about  the 
Bernardo  .Homes  and  the  result  of 
their  work,  but  he  knew  what  he  was 
talking  atoout.  Of  course  It  was  ramb- 
ling   and    raving    when    one dared    to  i  .  i.     .^ 

ordi^i..   „„_.  _7      J — "   ^  — "'-    experience      should 
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of  "those  fanatics  and  hypocrites."  The 
present  Industrial  Home,  the  member 
for  Newcastle  declared,  was  a  disgrace 
to  the  Province.  He  strongly  objected 
to  the  young  Inmates  therein  being 
punished  for  the  natural  disposition  to 
run  away  by  being  thrown  into  Jail  on 
(bread  and  water  and  forced  to  herd 
with    confirmed    malefactors. 

AdToeates  Maw  Plaa 
Attorney-General  Farrls  declared  It 
w.as  because  of  conditions  at  the  home 
that  a  new  superintendent  was  secured. 
The  girls  now  at  Okhalla  would  be 
brought  back  as  soon  as  better  condi- 
tions could   be  created. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Cowper  opined  the  advent 
of  the  new  superintendent  was  a  good 
thing,  as  reflected  In  the  conduct  of  the 
girl  Inmates  themselves.  He  strongly 
advocated  a  new  Institution  along  the 
lines  of  the  socalled  cottage  system, 
where  the  girls  might  receive  the 
humanising   education    fhey   needed. 

Mr.  Bowser  expressed  his  pleasure 
that  some  one  on  the  Government  side 
could  offer  some  intelligent  defence  of 
the  Institution  as  now  being  run.  But 
It  was  a  poor  reflection  upon  the  new 
superintendent  that  In  her  three  months 
of  ofnce  sixteen  inmates  had  escaped. 
It  certainly  was  not  the  Intention  that 
the  home  should  graduate  Its  Inmates 
Into  a  common  Jail.  He  noted  the  At- 
torney-General had  not  attempted  to 
make  any  answer  to  his  charge  that 
the  Hve  escaped  girls  had,  after  recap- 
ture, been  put  in  the  city  Jail  without 
any  legal  authority  for  such  action. 

In  the  police  estimates  wss  an  Item 
for  11,000  to  establish  a  finger  print 
system  In  conjunction  with  the  r>omln- 
lon  police  system  at  Ottawa,  In  con- 
nection with  that  method  of  criminal 
Investigation   work. 

During  the  afternoon  the  estimates 
for  the  Department  of  Education  were 
niso  got  through,  the  various  votes  be- 
ing passed  as  submitted,  though  not 
without  conslderaihle  comment  thereon. 
Mr.  Jones,  South  Okanagan.  pointed  out 
the  fact  that  the  amount  called  for 
this  year  Is  61.777.290,  compared  with 
$1,408,500     last    year.  Tn     Saskatcho- 

wnn  education  cost  ll,03«,860:  In  -M- 
berta.  61,0.17,710,  and  In  Manita1>a. 
61.1 '13. 424. In  those  Provinces  outlays 
were  less,  though  tlie  population  waw" 
considerably  larger  than  In  British 
Colunvbia. 

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean,  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation, agreed  such  was  the  case,  but  ho 
claimed  In  the  Prairie  Provinces  the 
unorganised  districts  were  few,  while 
the  grester  bulk  of  education  was 
looked  after  by  the  municipalities.  An 
for  the  Increase  over  a  year  ago.  It  was 
due,  he  stated,  to  the  larger  statutory 
grants   to  a   great  extent. 

Lieut.  MacKenzie  (Delta),  stated  that 
for  years  the  municipalities  had  been 
led  to  ejfpect  that  If  only  there  was  a 
change  In  Government  the  heavy  burden 
cast  upon  them  for  education  would  h« 
eased  by  an  Increase  In  the  per  capita 
grant  from  the  Province,  but  apparent- 
ly that  was  only  a  pre-election  promise. 
No  Province  In  Canada,  Hon.  Dr. 
MacLean  maintained,  was  as  liberal  In 
Its  anslstance  to  the  muiilclpallties  as 
this  Province.  He  could  hold  out  no 
hope  of  any  larger  per  capita  grants. 

In  connection  with  vote  54,  that  for 
agricultural  education,  which  will  cost 
129,260,  towards  which  the  Federal 
Opvemment  grants  6J'V000,  leaving  the 
Province  to  provide  6».2SO,  the  memt>er 
for  Delta  expressed  his  pleasure  that 
the  work  would  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Department  of  Fducatlon  and 
not  under  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

Too  Osotlr,  Ss  Snya 
Mr.  Manson  (Omineca),  hsd  some 
complaint  to  make  of  the  cost  of  in- 
spection, and  suggested  that  some  sys- 
tem whereunder  the  Inspector  of  High 
Schools  could  do  aome  of  the  inspection 
work  of  the  public  achools  and  effect  a 
subetantial  saving.  He  also  o1>Jected 
to  the  ansount.  613,000.  for  travelling 
expenses  of  such  Inspectors,  thirteen  In 
all,  a  complaint  backed  up  <by  Mr.  An- 
derson (Kamloops),  who  asked  If  »\y 
check  was  kept  upon  such  expensrit 
and  who  pointed  to  ths  fact  that  last 
year  such  travelling  expenses  totalled 
but    67.704. 

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean  stated  a  eloae 
check  was  kept  upon  such  outlays. 
Mr.  Msnson  aleo  objected  to  the  'estl- 
^  mates  for  the  VIetorU  Mofmal  School. 
tSM**  In  all.  compared  with  fSi.tlo 
for  the  Vancouver  Nomal  Achoel. 
though  the  former  had  but  a  few' 
pupils. 

Hon.  Mr,  Psttullo  Interjected  to  re- 
mark that  here  another  Instsnre  of  the 
wasteful  policy  of  the  late  government 
In  providing  expensive  facilities  far  be- 
yond   the^  HMds   of   the   Ptovlnre. 

Mr.  J.  \«  Wesrt  derlared  >he  amme 
head  of  the  edvcalloa  system  Is  hi  of- 
•ce  today  as  for  years  past,  and  if  the 
people  waited  for  him  Co  effect  retremch- 
meiit  they  would  wait  a  long  time, 
■■y  la  aU  sarloaaMas  that  U  tho 


neccselty  for  economy,  then  the  sooner 
they  are  got  rid  of  the  better,"  the 
member  for  South   Vancouver  declared. 

Lieut.  MacKenale  opined  the  whole 
crttlelam  of  the  Mainland  member^ 
against  ths  Victoria  Normal  School  was 
because  they  did  not  want  to  see  the 
Institution  get  more  than  the  Main- 
land, and  Mr.  Hawthornthwaite  sugw 
Kested  they  desired  to  see  the  same 
plan  followed  as  was  adopted  in  the 
case  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board,  even  to  th*. extent  of  moving  the 
Parliament    Buildings   to   the    Mainland. 

Mr.  Jones  (South  Okanogan).  r»« 
gretted  the  grant  of  611.500  for  deaf.

er, and  Hon.  Dr.  MacLean  explained 
that  while  the  Government  bore  a  share 
of  the  expense  of  such  children  coming 
from  outside  points  to  the  Vancouver 
school,  yet  Vancouver  should  bear  the 
cost  of  educating  its  owi^  children  so 
afflicted.

gpeoulatlon  about  casualties  is  apt 
«o  be  mialaadinc.  for  it  must  be  re- 
membered the  German  divisions  al- 
luded to  have  taken  part  in  the  battle 
mora  than  once,  and  several  have 
possibly  been  used  a  number  of  times 
after  beln«  reinforced.  On  the  other 
hand  there  is  no  assurance  the  casuaU 
ties  Inflicted  have  been  uniform  among 
the  different  divisions.  The  loss  of 
275.0tfO  effectives  amons  82S.000  tak- 
Ins  part  is  a  very  great  proportion 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
striklns  power  still  maintained  by  the 
enemy.  Possibly  a  nearer  estimate 
wduld  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  200,- 
000.  wbloli  would  ba  one-fourth  the 
infantry  strength  engaged.  It  must 
aleo  be  remembered  the  Germans, 
through  their  accessions  of  strength 
from  the  Bastam  front,  must  still 
hare  a  considerable  number  of  divi- 
sions h9ld  in  reserve,  possibly  as  an 
army  of  manoeuvre,  deaisned  for 
action  should  tha  Allies'  line  ba 
broken. 

It  would  be  folly  to  underestimate 
the  strength  of  the  enemy.  He  entered 
this  offensive  with  his  eyes  open  to 
the  character  of  the  resistance  he 
was  about  to  encounter.  We  believe 
the  realstanee  np  to  date  has  exceed- 
ed his  ealoulations.  but  that  wUl  not 
alter  for  the  time  being,  his  efforts 
to  dealroy  the  British  army.  Sir 
pouglag  Haig's  order  to  his  troops  is 
the  highest  indication  anyone  ahould 
require  of  the  seriousness  of  the  Mt- 
uation.  It  disposes  of  the  theory  of 
strategic  retirements.  Bvery  man  in 
the  army  la  called  upon  to  resist  to 
the  last,  which  shows  the  retention 
et  ground  by  the  British,  at  the  vital 
sector  where  the  heaviest  weight  of 
the  Qarman  offenalva  is  now  being 
sustained,  is  held  to  be  all  Important 
for  the  future  success  of  the  Allied 
arms.  The  British  on  all  their  front 
have  reached  positions  which  they 
are  determined  to  hold.  They  are 
only  doing  so  at  the  expense  of  very 
heavy  easualtiea.  the  seriousness  of 
vhleh  are  indicated  by  the  drastic 
man-powsr  bill  now  before  the  British 
House  wt  Commons. 

Our  own  Government  at  Ottawa  Js 
realising  the  grave  seriousness  of  the 
present  situation.  Tomorrow  there  Is 
to  b«  a  saeret  session  of  Parliament 
at  whieh  Sir  Robert  Borden  will  lay 
before  the  members  information  he 
has  received  from  X<ondon.  What  the 
nature  of  ^hat  Information  la  we  do 
not  know,  but  realise  It  must  have 
an  important  bearing  on  the  man* 
power  question  as  it  effects  this 
country.  Thero  are  to  ba  drastic 
amendments  to  the  Military  Service 
Act.  It  Is  the  sincere  hope  of  every 
I.atriotlc  Canadian  these  will  be  al- 
lowed to  become  law  without  dividing 
the  country  into  two  polltieal  eamps. 
Xever  in  the  empire's  history  did  such 
a  crisis  arise:  posatbly  the  only  tlmo 
approaching  the  present  In  serious. 
ness  being  when  Philip's  Armada 
hare  up  the  English  Channel  in  its 
specUcuJar  challenge  for  sea  power. 
The  crisis  of  today  Is  $u  old  aa  this 
war  but  made  doubly  imminent  by 
the  hammer  blows  of  Germany's  arm- 
ed might  during  the  past  few  week& 
We  must  team  tka  Isasoa  of  the 
energies  which  musk  be  snmmoned  to 
moot  this  tnrrible  onslaught  It  most 
be  learned  not  in  Britain  alone,  but 
throughout  the  Domlnlooa  and  tn 
every  Allied  eoantry,  or  it  wtU  bo  ao 
rauoh  the  worse  tor  us  all.  The 
evoata  of  the  post  few  weeks  moot 
havo  broaght  tho  summono  off  the 
tlMO  hOMO  to  evory  boooehold  tn  this 
broad  Kmplre.  ^striotism  is  demand- 
ing the  highest  saorMee  from  all  if 
froodem  Is  to  bo  aaada  soenrs.  Tho 
Allied  eoldlera  in  Fraaee  ar^  toeing 
tho  taak  with  magntfleont  courag*. 
Tho  pobpkM  bahlod  iff  urmim  in  the 


fleld  must  support  tbem  with  ovory 
ounce  of  strength  at  their  command 
If  victory  Is  to  be  won.  For  Cana'la's 
part  the  peopto  at  the  late  eleeUon 
displayed  their  intentlona  with  aa 
emphatic  rolce.  It  rsnsatns  for  the 
Oovomment  to  traaslaU  into  action 
the  deaire  of  this  Dominion  to  do 
eyerything  poesible.  and  to  make 
every  sacrlflee.  to  insure  the  triumph 
of  AlUotf

What  objection  the  Dominion  Gov- 
onunost  can  have  to  the  Royal  North- 
west  Mounted  Polico  going  forward 
aa  a  eompleto  cavalry  unit  for  ser- 
Tleo  In  Franoo  passfis  comprehension. 
At  this  time,  whan  crime  is  not  so 
pronooneed  aa  la  the  past  in  the  tar- 
ritorlea  they  potloe.  their  places 
could  Madlly  bo  taken  by  others.  We 
teliovo  a  foreo  ooald  be  recruited 
from  among  the  rotarned  soldiers  to 
take  their  places  for  the  duration  of 
the  war.  The  R.N.W.M.P.  offered  to 
Ko  some  time  ago  as  a  mounted  unit. 
The  otltr.  It  is  said,  was  accepted  by 
the  British  Government  but  other  In- 
lluf nees  at  work  forbade  this  demon- 
stration of  patriotism.  Now  permis- 
sion has  been  given  to  the  men  to 
vohiateer  In  other  cavalry  ttnlta. 

Among  the  R.N.W.M.P.  there  is  re- 
markable esprit  de  '  corps  which 
should  not  be  dampened  in  this  time 
of  emergency.  It  is  small  wonder 
Commissioner  Perry  should  have  re- 
signed as  a  protest  against  the  treat- 
ment accorded  those  under  him.  The 
I»eople  of  the  Dominion  will  be  at  one 
In  hoping  bottar  counsels  will  prevail 
at  Ottawa  and  that  no  sinister  Influ- 
ences*at  Argyll  House  will  be  permit- 
ted to  interfere.

have  .a  reputation  for  bravery  and 
endurance  second  to  none.  It  Is  men 
of  their  ilk  who  are  wanted  on  the 
battleflelds  In  this  time  of  national 
peril. 


MABfTJUNING  ORDER 

Japan's  right  to  use  her  naval  and 
military  forces  in  iSlberia  under  the 
conditions  which  exist  there  at  pres- 
ent is  undoubted  if  the  Anglo-Japan- 
ese Treaty  has  any  force  or  meaning. 
By  iu  terms  the  two  Powers  are 
pledged  to  the  consolidation  and 
maintenance  of  the  general  peace  in 
the  regions  of  ESastem  Asia  and  of 
India.  It  is  agreed  tllht  whenever.  In 
the  opinion  of  either  Great  Britain  or 
Japan,  any  of  the  rights  and  inter- 
esta  affected  are  in  Jeopardy,  the  two 
Governments  will  communieata  with 
one  another  fully  and  frankly,  and 
win  consider  in  common  the  measures 
whieh  should  bo  taken  to  safeguard 
those  menaced  rights  or  interests. 
This  treaty  remains  in  force  until 
July  13.  lOtl.  but  If  at  that  time  the 
presont  war  eontlnues  the  alliance 
holds  good  until  peace  Is  concluded. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  treaty 
Alludes  speclfloally  to  India  so  that 
If  Britain's  territorial  rights  there  are 
in  Jeopardy  Japan  will  be  called  upon 
to  aid  In  the  defence.  It  is  of  pecu- 
liar interest  to  recall  this  at  a  time 
when  German  inlluenoe  is  spreading 
towards  the  Orient  by  her  penetra- 
tion through  the  Ukraine,  and  the 
terms  of  Turkey's  peace  with  the 
Bolshevlkl  which  extends  her  sphere 
of  Influence  in  the  Caspian  Sea  ter- 
ritory. Any  threat  of  German  dom- 
ination spreading  through  Siberia 
would  at  once  be  a  challenge  to  Ja- 
pah  and  one  she  would  quickly  ac- 
cept. But  little  is  known  at  present 
about  what  is  going  on  In  Siberia. 
There  have  been  stories  of  German 
and  Austrian  prisoners  being  armed 
which  is  probably  troo,  for  they  have 
been  released,  but.  as  far  as  Is  known, 
have  i\ot  all  returned  to  their  own 
country.  Doubtless  the  presence  of 
Japanese  troops  at  Vladivostok  will 
place  Japan  in  a  better  position  to 
learn  exactly  what  are  the  dangers  to 
be  feared  in  Siberia  as  a  result  of 
the  Russo-Gorman  peace.  Russia  has 
asked  Germany  to  permit  her  to 
suspend  the  demobiUsatlon  of  her 
army  because  of  the  danger  which 
exists  from  Japan.  The  humiliating 
character  of  the  peaoe  imposed  on 
the  Bolshevlkl  is  emphasised  by  the 
necessity  for  such  a  request,  as  Is 
their  complete  subsarvlenoe  to  mili- 
tary antocracy.  y , 

In  Petrograd  the  Bolshevlkl  have 
been  imable  to  put  an  end  to  scenes 
of  the  wildest  disorder.  Latest  r«- 
perts  from  there  tell  of  the  continued 
robbery  of  churches.  The  effort  to 
stifle  what  Is  described  as  capitalist 
influence  has  led  to  the  eonflscatlon 
of  all  private  aharetf  In  banks,  while 
lbs  stata  debt  of  the  country  has 
been  annulled  by  decree.  What  is 
happening  in  Petrograd  Is  being  re- 
produced throughout  Russia  and 
Siberia,  where  there  is  nothing  stable 
and  no  definite  organisation.  The 
Lnmdon  Telegraph  describes  the  last 
stage  of  the  rewlutlon  exhibiting 
"the  ruin  of  a  people,  the  desolation 
o'  •  State,  a  chaos  of  Indlaertmlna- 
tive  murder,  a  revolutionary  mael- 
streim  In  which  all  tho  whirllag  and 
ooaflletlag  fbrces  are  at  work  to 
overwhelm  civilisation,  moraMty  and 
eultora."  TTbder  these  drcumstaaoes 
no  exeuse  fa  needed  for  the  action 
taken  at  Vladivostok  by  Britain. 
Aaorioa  and  Japan.  For  tho  protec- 
tion of  their  own  intareota.  and  to 
save  a  portion  of  Roasla  from  failing 
a  prey  to  the  Oenaaa  conqueror.  It  Is 
oeeosMry.  for  tho  fataro  of  dvtllaa- 
Uea.  armed  IntorvoaMon  should  be 
matatalaed  uatU 
tlOBs  prevail.

Unless  children  have  received  a  whole 
time  education  up  to  If  they  are 
compelled  to  attand  day  continuation 
schools  for  eight  hours  a  week  for 
forty  weeks  in  the  year  until  they 
are  18.  There  is  provision  made  in 
eonacetion  with  pablic.  elementary 
and  continuation  schools  for  nursery 
schools,  playing  flelds,  school  baths, 
games  centree,  school  camps,  physi- 
cal and  social  training  and  aystemaCic 
medical  Inspection.  Thus  it  will  be 
eeen  the  new  law  alnts  at  both  dif- 
fusing knowledge  and  building  up 
physique.  Also  it  insures  against 
child  labor  in  factories,  and.  in  fact, 
as  British  press  comment  iffowv.  is 
revolutionary  in  purpose.  ?t.  puts 
Britain  once  more  into  the  first  rank 
of  nations  undertaking  eduoational 
reform.  One  London  newspaper  says 
when  it  becomes  operative  "We  shall 
t^Ava  taken  some  considerable  staps 
towards  transforming  bur  whole  na- 
Honal  life."

Following  a  visit  of  Mrs.  C.  D.  Ner- 
outaos,  organised  in  British  Colum- 
bia for  the  Navy  League  of  Canada, 
a  branch  of  the  league  haa  been  form- 
ed m  Prince  Rupert,  to  be  known  as 
the  Prince  Rupert  and  Northern  Brit- 
ish Columbia  branch.  Its  activities 
will  extend  to  Atlln  and  Fort  George.

When  all  milk 
vendora  in  Victoria  are  required  to  held 
a  lleenee  for  asle  of  mll|i,  it  belns  the 
power  of  the  Couell  to  cancel  such 
lieencea  when  the  milk  sojd  by  tho  ven- 
dora tn  impure  or  their  dslries  or  barna 
unaanitary.  then  It  will  be  more  easy 
to  aecure  a  purer  aupply  of  milk  to  the 
city."

When  n  preea  correspondent  eaw 
Seryeant  Harry  Mullln  two  daye  after 
that  BritUh  Columbia  hero  bad  been 
decorated  with  the  Victoria  Croea  by 
the  Klnc  at  Bucklneham  Palace,  and 
aaked  the  "boyiah  V.C."  what  his 
feellnss  were  oa  that  occasion.  Mul- 
lln laaehed  away  the  sugvestloa  that 
he  had  flinched  under  the  social  lire. 

"Nervoust  Not  a  bit."  said  Mullln. 
and  the  youns  hero  went  on  to  say 
that  he  had  felt  thorouchly  at  home 
when  he  waa  ushered  into  the  royal 
presence  and  Kinc  Oeorce  pinned  on 
Ms  breast  the  bright  scarlet  ribbon 
which  talces  precedence  of  all  other 
war  decorationa 

My  introduction  to  Mullln  took 
place  under  novel  conditions.  A  small 
party  of  P.P.C.L.I.  originals  had 
taken  orchestra  stalls  at  a  London 
variety  theatre,  and  Serjeant  Mullin. 
who  is  the  first  member  of  the  "Pats" 
to  win  the  coveted  decoration,  was 
the  ruest  of  honor.  I  was  late  in 
srrlvin*.  but  had  no  difficulty  in 
plckint:  out  the  m^rry  Utile  coterie  of 
khakl-clad  Canadians.  The  natural 
manner  In  which  officers  and  men 
fraternized  was  symbolical,  to  my 
mind,  of  the  true  democratic  spirit 
of  Canada.  'Muttln,  on  whose  tunle 
was  pinned  the  ribbons  of  the  Mil- 
itary Medal  and  the  V.C,  with  the 
miniature  cross  on  the  latter,  looked 
the  embodiment  of  youth,  health  and 
vlfor.

Major  Norman  Btewart,  who  left 
British  Columbia  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  to  Join  an  Old 
Country  reirlment,  is  reported  killed 
while  on  active  service  with  the 
North  Somerset  Reyimejit.  He  re- 
ceived the  Distinguished  Service 
Medal  last  June. 


"  In  an  "Eyewitness's"  report  from 
the  Western  front  In  connection  with 
one  of  the  recent  bif  actions,  comes 
the  following  story:  "One  Canadian 
run  crew  had  a  quick-witted  Yukon 
corporal  in  command.  They  were 
quietly  sittlne  in  a  partly  wrecked 
house,  •  well-screened  from  view, 
when  a  stranvely-dressed  man  came 
cautibusly  along  the  road.  He  had 
vn  a  British  cap  and  puttees,  but  an 


old  brown  civilian  coat.  The  cor- 
poral. Jumping  out  from  cover,  yelled 
quickly,  "Sprechen  sie  Deutsch?" 
The  surprised  man  let  out  a  rutteral 
'Yah!'  and  found  the  Tukoner's  gun 
covering  him.  The  captive  turned 
out  to  bo  a  German  prisoner-of-war 
escaped  from  one  of  the  labor  camps 
behind  the  British  lines,  and  was 
within  two  hundred  yards  of  escap- 
ing with  valuable  information." 


Major  W.  H.  N.  Qlossop,  who  "went 
overseas  with  the  226th  Boundary 
(Kootenay)  Battalion,  is  reported  to 
have  died  in  France  during  Arvlce. 
Major  Qlossop  was  a  veteran  of  the 
Indian  Army.  After  he  had  retired 
he  came  to  British  Columbia  and  set- 
tled In  the  Kettle  Valley,  and  for 
some  time  prior  to  assuming  com- 
mand of  the  226th  Battalion  he  was 
in  command  of  the  102nd  Rocky 
Mountain  Rangers  with  headquarters 
in  Nelson.

During  his  three  years'  unlnter- 
raptad  sarvios  on  ths  battlefields  of 
Francs  and  Flaadsra,  Mullln  earned 
great  reaowa  as  a  snlpsr.  Whether 
he  followed  the  usu^  method  of 
checking  up  his  "bag*  by  marking  a 
notch  on  his  rilto  butt  for  each  rlo- 
tim  he  claimed.  I  do  not  know.  Cer- 
tain, it  is  that  the  authorities  got 
wind  of  his  abUitlea  In  this  direotlsn. 
and  he  Joined  the  Canadian  Corps 
sohool  in  France  as  an  instructor  in 
the  gentle  a^  of  sniping  imaginary 
Huns.  His  appointment  was  short- 
lived, however,  for  the  power  that  be 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  would 
be  more  useful  as  an  infantry  officer 
than  as  a  sniping  Instructor.  So 
when  he  had  be^n  on  the  Job  for  two 
days  he  was  sent  to  England  to 
take  an  officers'  course,  and  inci- 
denUIly,  to  be  decorated.

that  the  only  place  the  money  could 
come  from  was  from  the  vote  for  ser- 
vices not  deUlled,  but  it  was  never 
the  Intention  of  the  Leslalature  that 
such  a  vote  should  be  used  for  other 
than  temx>orary  employees.  On  the 
contrary,  the  appointments  he  com- 
plained of  had  been  made  by  order-ln- 
councll  without  a  veatire  of  lesallty 
and  the  Comptroller-Oeneral,  had  he 
been  doing  his  duty,  would  not  have 
passed  the  vouchers  for  tbe  salaries. 

"I  think  I  have  shown  the  Comptrol- 
ler-Oeneral has  not  done  such  wonder- 
ful work,  and  certainly  the  Opposition 
will  refuse  to  approve  of  any  Increase 
in    his    salary,"    said   Mr.   Bowser. 

Mr.  O.  a. '  McGeet  sucsested  the 
Comptroller-Oeneral  mlrht  well  order 
the  dismissal  of  nfty  per  cent,  of  the 
civil  servants  appointed  by  the  late 
Oovernment.  a  remark  to  which  Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite  took  atronc  exception, 
declaring  such  statements  were  most 
unfair  to'  the  service,  were  simply*  cow- 
ardly, and  held  out  threats  over  the 
heads  of  the  servants,  who  should  not 
be    so    threatened. 

Ooats 
Some  amusement  arose  when  the  Item 
of  $500  to  the  Ooat  Breeders*  Ansocta- 
tlon  was  reached  at  Saturday  night's 
session.  Tbe  Premier  stated  he  had 
lots  of  suggestions  as  to  the  advisabll- 
ity  of  encouraging  breeding  of  that 
class  of  stock  In  British  Columbia,  one 
woman  writing  to  him  and  suggesting 
he  should  charter  a  steamahlp,  go  to 
Mexico  and  bring  back  a  cargo  of  tho 
animals. 

An  hour's  discussion  occurred  on  the 
vote  of  120,000  for  compensation  %or 
tubercular  cattle  killed  by  Oovernment 
Inspectors.  The  Premier,  who  has  hith- 
erto been  opposed  to  tbe  tuberculin  teat, 
apparently  has  changed  his  Ideas  to  a 
great  extent.  The  necessity  of  a  change 
In  the  regulations  whereby  the  man 
with  one  or  two  head  should  get  a 
larger  compensation  than  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  his  animals  was  urged 
and  it  was  pointed  out  that  in  the  case 
of  large  herds  the  owners  were  actual- 
ly being  benefitted  by  the  tests  and 
sho'ild  not  be  placed  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  smaller  owenrs.  The  Premier 
expressed  his  willingness  to  receive 
any  suggestions  as  to  amendmenU  In 
existing  regulations  and  probably  some 
vtii  be  brought  In  by  members  interest- 
ed In  the  matter. 

Chief  dlacuaalon  on  Items  connected 
with  the  Attorney-General's  department 
centred  about  the  salary  of  the  new 
superintendent  of  provincial 'police,  Mr, 
McMynn,  recently  transferred  from  {he 
Okhalla  prison  farm,  where  he  receiv- 
ed a  salary  as  warden  of  tl.OO,  to  the 
head  oflloe  at  a  salary  of  fi.SCO,  in  suc- 
ceasion  to  former  Superintendent  Camp- 
bel,  who  has  been  moved  to  Okhalla 
at  a  salary  of  91.S20. 

Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to  Mr.  Campbell's 
twenty-flve  years'  service,  during  which 
be  had  worked  hia  way  up  to  tbe  high- 
est position  In  the  department,  to  his 
honesty  and  wide  experience  of  the 
Province,  and  declared  hla  reduction 
now  was  an  insult  and  no  proper 
course  to  pursue  to  build  up  and  ensure 
a  contented  civil  servica  On  the  other 
band,  while  he  knew  Mr.  McMynn  to  be 
•ui  estimable  man,  be  did  not  think 
him  poassssed  of  knowledge  of  the 
Provinos  or  that  he  knew  one-half  as 
diuoh  as  the  former  superintendent  In 
regard  to  police  duty. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  and  Mr.  Mannon  re- 
ferred to  the  Hazelton  bank  robbery

The  bill  recently  Introduced  by  Mr. 
W.  J.  Bowser,  Lesder  of  the  Opposition, 
bsvlac  for  Its  object  the  permitting  of 
returned  soldiers  and  nurses  from  o^er- 
sess  being  placed  upon  the  voters'  list 
up  to  Ave  dsys  prior  to  an  election,  has 
trrought  to  blm  msny  congratulatory 
messagea  from  those  who,  not  belnv  on 
the  list  becsuse  of  tbeir  absence  over- 
seas, will  thus  be  given  sn  opportunity 
of  exerclaing  their  franchise  should  a 
by-electlon  be  held  here  or  elsewhere 
before  the  next  revialon  of  the  Hat. 

In  speaking  on  the  motion  for  the 
second  reading  of  bin  bill  lost  week, 
the  Lieader  of  the  Opposition  pointed 
to  the  fsct  that  dally  there  are  men 
retuming^  from  overseas.  In  Victoria 
snd  Vsncouver  there  were  doubtless 
soldiers  who  had  been  struck  off  the 
lists  because  they  were  away  snd  they 
did  not  hsve  anyone  at  home  to  repre- 
sent them,  not  deliberately  perhaps, 
but  because  there  waa  no  one  Interest- 
ed in  seeing  their  names  were  retained 
Further,  many  young  men  went  sway 
while  under  age  but  are,  now  qusllfled 
to  get  on  the  list.  For  that  and  other 
reasons  be  thought  an  exception  should 
be  made  In  the  cases  of  such  men  and 
when  they  returned  they  should  be  en- 
titled to  go  on  the  list  without  hsving 
to  wait  for  the  semi-annual  aetting  of 
the  Court  of  Revision.  The  Legislature 
could  well  show  its  appreciation  of  the 
loyslty  and  good  work  of  the  men  by 
"putting  them  in  a  class  by  themselves 
snd  extending  to  them  the  courtesy 
suggested.  Under  the  bill  the  men 
would  be  able  to  set  on  the  list  up  Id 
five  dsys  before  an  election  on  proof 
of  service  snd  three  days  before  the 
election  the  registrar  would  be  required 
to  send  out  a  list  of  such  men  to  the 
returning  ofllcers.  The  whole  matter 
would  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  reg- 
Istrsrs  of  voters,  who  sre  responsible 
men  sad  sgslnst  whose  ruling  there 
'has  so  far  been  no  complaint. 

Mr.  Bowser  Instanced  the  case  of 
Victoria,  where  the  list  Is  now  closed 
and  the  Court  of  Revision  will  sit  on 
the  third  Monday  In  May,  hut  there 
will  bo  no  opportunity  for  the  men  to 
get  on  the  list  unless  some  such  plan 
as  he  suggested  by  his  bill  be  adopted. 

The  debate  on  the  bill  will  be  con- 
tinued. Premier  Oliver  having  moved 
the  tdjournment  thereof. 

Dr.  Sutherland  has  Introduced  a  bill 
intituled  "An  Act  Respecting  the  Pro- 
fession of  Nursing."  A  similar  meas- 
ure was  before  the  1916  Legislature 
snd  wss  thrown  out  after  a  lengthy, 
and.  at  times  acrimonious  debate,  the 
the  Legislature  holding  that  the  bill 
contemplated  'he  formation  of  a  "close 
corporation."  the  operations  of  which 
would  be  derogatory  to  the  welfare  of 
the  profession.  The  bill  Just  introduced 
by  the  member  for  Revelstoke  is  stat- 
ed to  have  eliminated  the  objectionsbto 
festures  complsined  of  in  the  1916  bill 
concerning  the  messure  for  which  he 
Is  standing  sponsor.

"This  bill  does  not  In  any  way  con- 
template a  nurses'  "close  corporation." 
It  is  a  measure  for  which  the  graduste 
nurses  of  this  Province,  Including  those 
splendid  members  of  the  profession  who 
have  volunteered  for  service  at  the 
front,  have  been  lighting  for  years.  The 
object  of  the  Act  which  is  on  the  stat- 
ute books  of  Ontario.  i>«w  Brunswick, 
the  three  Prairie  Provinces  and  prac- 
tically every  atate  In  the  Union.  Is  elm- 
ply  to  provide  a  means  whereby  a  pro- 
perly trained  and  qualified  nurse  may 
indicate  to  the  general  public,  by  meana 
of  Adding  the  letters  R.  N.  (algnifylHg 
Reglatered  Nurse)  after  her  name  that 
she  Is  an  efficient  nurse  snd  has  re- 
ceived the  training  and  paased  the  ex- 
aminations required  by  the  council  to 
be  appointed  under  the  Act  The  Act 
will  not  only  be  useful  in  this  way  to 
those  who  are  compelled  to  choose  a 
nurse  from  the  profession  generally,  but 
will  make  for  greater  efficiency  and  a 
higher  standard  of  service  In  the  pro- 
profession.  It  will  also  overcome  a 
handicap  which  nurses  of  this  Province 
are  met  with  In  the  States  snd  Prov- 
inces which  confer  the  degree  ss,  if 
the  Act  Is  psssed,  all  nurses  from  sny 
part  of  Canada  or  the  United  States 
where  similar  acta  are  In  force  and  the 
members  of  the  profession  in  British 
Columbia  will  be  enabled  to  use  their 
titles  anywhere.  It  ahould  be  under- 
stood that  the  Act  does  not  sttempt  to 
interfere  with  the  right  of  snyone  to 
follow  the  profession  of  nursing  In  the 
Province  and  that  any  properly  qualified 
person  may  obtain  recognition  by  the 
council.  Graduate  nurses.  Including 
those  at  the  front  and  those  who  may 
graduate  from  a  proper  training  school 
within  the  next  three  years,  may  be 
admitted  by  the  council  without  exam- 
ination. The  Legislature  will,  by  adopt- 
ing this  measure,  pay  some  slight  tri- 
bute to  the  heroic  sacrifices  of  the 
many  members  of  the  British  Columbis 
nursing  profession  In  Francs." 

In  view  of  the  inability  of  the  Op- 
position on  Friday  night  last  to  get 
before  the  House  the  resolutions  rels- 
tlve  to  alien  enemies  snd  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  new  Civil  Service  Act,  res- 
olutions which  were  presented  to  ths 
Executive  Council  on  the  preceding 
night  by  the  Isrge  delegation  of  re- 
turned soldiers  snd  affiliated  patriotic 
societies.  Mr.  W.  R.  Ross  hss  given 
notice  that  he  will  move  a  resolution 
expressing  ths  regret  of  the  House  at 
the  inability  of  the  Oovemment  to  ap- 
prove of  the  resolutions  as  presented 
by  the  War  Veterans. 

Mr.  Jackson  (The  Islsnds)  hss  an 
amendment  to  Mr.  Ross'  resolution  on 
the  order  paper  which  he  will  seek  to 
have  substituted  for  that  of  the  mem- 
ber for  Fort  Oeorge. 

It  Is  virtually  the  ssms  as  that  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Ross,  but  eliminates  any 
expression  of  regret  that  the  Oovem- 
ment has  not  seen  fit  to  approve  of  the 
resolutions  presented  by  the  retomsd 
■oldlers. 

Attoraey-OenersI  Farris  will  submit 
a  resolution  suggesting  to  the  Federal 
Oovemment  the  advisability  of  amend- 
ing the  Criminal  Code  to  the  extent 
that  the  necessity  for  a  Grand  Jury 
be  done  away  with,  as  had  been  done 
In  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  where, 
he  states,  a  aubsUntlsl  saving  has  been 
effected  without  any  Impairment  of  the 
public  service.

Son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oldfield, 
Elk  Lakoi  Succumbs  on 
April  7  to  Injuries  Received 
in  Action. 


Major  Horbsrt  Lionel  Oldfield. 
wounded  on  AprU  $,  died  on  AprU  7  In 
France. 

The  distressing  news  was  received  on 
Sunday  in  a  cabled  messsce  sent  to 
Mr.  J.  H.  Oldfield.  of  'Norfolk  Lodge.'" 
Elk  Lske,  the  faUier  of  the  dead  sol- 
dier. As  information  had  already  been 
received  by  Mr.  Oldfield  that  bUi  son 
had  been  wounded,  the  famUy  were  not 
unprepared  to  hear  that  Major  Old- 
fleld's  condlton  was  serious,  sithough 
this  wss  not  stated  in  the  message  of 
last  week.  It  was  learned  In  the  later 
cablegram  that  his  Injury  was  a  gun- 
shot wound  in  the  hesd,  and  that  he 
never  regained  consdousnes  before 
passing  sway.  He  was  buried  by  the 
>th  Battalion,  with  which  he  was  serv- 
ing when   he   was   wounded. 

Major  Oldfield  had  many  friends  here. 
Although  for  a  time  Immediately  prior 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  his 
father's  reel  esUts  firm  of  Oldfield. 
Rlrkby  ft  Qsrdner,  Winnipeg,  be  hsd 
been  for  a  year  or  more  before  that 
with  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Mer- 
chants Bank.  Being  in  Winnipeg  when 
taostiUtes  were  declsred,  he  Joined  the 
»Oth  Winnipeg  Rifles  ("Little  Blsck 
Devils")  and  left  In  September,  1914, 
for  overseas.  He  reached  France  In 
April.  191S,  and  had  been  right  through 
the  fighting  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
as.  sithough  twice  previously  wounded, 
he  had  not  retired  from  the  fighting 
line.  In  the  Autumn  of  19t(  he  trans- 
fered  from  the  90th  to  the  Canadian 
Kntrenching  Battalion,  and  was  wUh 
that  force  until  tost  October  or  Novem- 
ber, when  he  rejoined  the  '*Black 
Devils." 

The  youngest  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Oldfield,  he  was  one  of  two  brothers 
who  had  gone  into  the  firing  line,  the 
other  being  Sapper  G.  Oldfield.  who  Is 
uow  with  the  4  th  CanadUn  Labor  Bat- 
Ullon  In  France.  Mr.  Clarence  Oldfield. 
who.  with  his  wife  also  lives  at  "Nor- 
folk Lodge,"  la  a  brother,  and  a  sister. 
Miss  Kathleen  Oldfield  .fils<o  lives  at 
Elk   Lake. 

Leaving  Winnipeg  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  the  young  officer  rose  by 
promotion  on  the  field   to  major.

Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmie,  M.P.  for  Victoria. 
In  a  letter  rseeived  by  the  Board  of 
Trsde  yesterdsy,  sUtes: 

"Vou  will  probably  be  glad  to  hear 
of  what  progress  is  being  msds  by  the 
Iron  Committee  here.  We  have  been 
busily  engaged  with  several  of  the 
other  Brltiah  Columbia  members,  and 
particularly  Mr.  Mclntoab.  In  interview. 
Ing  many  of  the  members  of  the  De- 
partment here  who  are  interested  in 
this  work.  We  hsvs  siso  had  sn  Intsr- 
view  with  Hon.  Martin  Burrell.  Mlnis- 
tsr  of  Mines,  and  with  several  members 
of  the  Cabinet.  Some  printed  material 
has  been  prepared,  copies  of  which  I 
am  .attaching  herewith. 

"The  last  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  was 
hsid  last  wsek.  when  Mr.  Fleming.  y|ee- 
presldent  of  the  Csnsdian  Collieriaa 
Company,  happened  to  be  in  town,  and 
he  gave  some  very  Interesting  infer- 
mstion  to  the  repressntatlves  of  the 
Cabinet  pressnt 

"We  are  still  working  away,  taking 
advantage  of  every  opportunity,  and 
am  quite  sure  that  up  to  the  present 
the  Iron  question  hss  been  pisced  be- 
fore the  Cabinet  tn  a  way  that  they 
have  never  had  it  before.  I  think,  at 
least,  thsy  ars  now  impressed  with  the 
fact  that  we  have  sufficient  iron;  that 
we  can  furnish  the  lime  and  coke,  snd 
thst  the  prospects  for  a  market  are 
good.  We  are  pushing  the  matter  along 
and  expeot  quite  a  largs  dclsgatlon  from 
ths  Coast  some  time  about  the  15th. 
or  shortly  sfterwards.  and  ws  will  be 
glad  to  co-operate  with  them  In  every 
way.  and.  In  the  meantime,  have  prs» 
pared  the  ground  to  the  best  of  our 
ability."

ARE  UP  IN  ARMS 

Claim  That  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver Workmen  Are  Given 
Preference  Over  Them — In- 
tend Investigating. 


PRINCE  RUPBRT,  B.C.,  April  16.— 
Union  machinista  in  Prince  Rupert 
deolare  that  the  published  explana- 
tions of  why  a  British  warship  went 
to  Seattle  for  repairs  Instead  of  being 
dry-docked  in  Prince  llnpert  are  mis- 
leading. 

A  deputation  lepresentlng  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  will  request 
the  city  to  ask  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  Investigate  recent  develop- 
ments. The  claim  ia  made  by  labor 
men  here  that  the  plea  of  a  prohibitive 
wage  in  Prince  Rupert  doea  not  really 
go  to  the  root  of  the  question. 

They  aay  that  when  Imperial  vessels 
came  here  on  former  occasions  Van- 
couver and  Victoria  men  were  bonused 
fifty  cents  per  day  and  $2.50  extra  per 
day  for  board  to  come  north,  while 
capable  macbiniats  who  make  their 
homes  here  walked  the  streets. 

Instances  have  been  given  where 
some  of  the  men  who  came  north  drew 
over  SS  .  per  day.  A  janitor,  wUb 
overtime,  one  day  drew  down  114.

WISH  IS  FATHER 


That  the  motorshlp  Oregon,  after  an 
eventful  voyage,  reached  San  Fran- 
cisco Just  before  the  S.S.  President 
cleared  Golden  Gatesv  was  the  news 
brought  north  by  tho  latter  ship,  which 
docked  at  the  outer  wharf  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Ths  Oregon,  which  Is  the  largest 
vessel  of  Its  type  on  tho  Coast,  left 
Ban  Francisco  January  3.  carrying  a 
Callfornlan  cargo.  All  went  well  until 
the^^th,  when,  during  a  raging  storm, 
her  engines  broke  down.  The  huge 
motorshlp  floundered  for  hours  in  tha 
troughs  of  mountainous  seas  that 
poured  over  her  decks,  her  radio-tele- 
graph apparatus  sending  "0.0.8."  sig- 
nals of  distress.  After  some  time  the 
6M.  President,  which  was  in  the 
vicinity,  picked  up  one  of  tho  calla. 
and  the  position  of  the  disabled  vessel 
having  been  established,  rushed  to  her 
assistance  at  full  speed.  Shortly 
after  tho  arrival  of  the  big  Paclflo 
Steamship  Company's  liner  the  8.8. 
Lurline  appeared  on  the  scene  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  tow  tha  Ore- 
gon to  the  nearest  port.  Honolulu.  On 
the  day  following  the  steamer  J.  E. 
O'Neil  relieved  the  aturdy  LurHne  of 
her  charge,  and  for  two  days  the 
O'Nell  fought  storm  and  hurrtcano  be- 
fore ths  big  motorshlp  was  docked 
securely  In  the  island  port. 

It  was  at  flrst  believed  that  repaira 
could  bo  made  and  the  vesael  restorsd 
to  servtcs  under  her  own  power.  Tlioao 
could  not  be  made  at  Honolulu,  how- 
ever, and  It  was  decided  to  tow  her  to 
Ban  Francisco.

NEW  WESTMINSTER,  April  IB.— 
Th«  FtMer  River  Fishermen's  Protec- 
tive Association  met  V»n  Saturday  and 
drafted  reconnnendatlons  to  the  Inter- 
national Flsberlfls  Ootnmlaalon  for  the 
conservation  of  th«  salmon  Induatrr. 
Thoy  would  eliminate  purne  seines  qn 
tlis  Sound  and  close  the  traps  diirin* 
the  weekly  close  season  as  observed 
on  the  Ftaser  River.  havln«  the  heart 
or  pot  of  tb«  trap  lifted  clear  of  the 
water,  so  that  the  trap  would  be  really 
Inaperatlve.  They  would  also  hav* 
the  flshermen  tranted  the  oft-sou«ht 
permission  to  us*  cross  lines  and  un- 
baited  <hooks  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river  to  Bamatoa  Island  between  De. 
cember  1  and  March  1  for  the  capture 
of  hair  iteal.  Th«y  recommend  that 
the  sockeye  season  open  July  21  and 


that  th«  weekly  elosa  aaaaon  ba  from 
six  a.m.  Friday  to  six  pjn.  Sunday. 
They  advocate  more  protaction  to  tha 
aalmpn  from  natural  enamles  such  as 
trout,  chub,  suckers  and  aquawflsh, 
■uraestlns  the  use  of  small  mesh  nets 
m  the  lakes  tributary  to  the  Fraser, 
Incidentally  addinc  to  the  food  supply 
thereby.  The  association  protests 
usalnst  the  rumored  suffestlon  that 
the  season  open  August  1  on  tha 
United  States  side  and  August  •  in 
British  Columbia,  and  also  protest 
avalnst  the  rumored  succestlon  that 
the  Fraser  River  be  closed  to  n»hlns 
above  the  bridge  at  New  Westminster.

Weil-Known  Skipper  Suppos- 
ed to  Have  Fallen  Overboard 
From  Launch — Resided  in 
Province  for  Past  13  Years. 


PENDER  ISLAND,  April  15.— The 
body  of  Captain  Kldd.  who  is  believed 
to  have  been  drowned  on  April  2nd 
at  Clam  Bay,  Pender  Island,  while 
looking  after  a  boom  of  logs,  has  not 
yet  been  found. 

Captain  Kldd  was  empioyed  by  the 
F"oi»etry  Branch  of  the  Lands  De- 
partment In  looking  after  the  export 
of  logs  and  has  been  reported  miss- 
ing since  the  beginning  of  the  month. 
When  last  seen  he  was  working  at 
Clam  Bay.  On  the  following  day 
Mrs.  Davidson,  a  nearby  h^slghbor, 
noticed  a  light  burning  on  the 
launch,  and  that  the  light  was  still 
burning  all  the  next  day  and  night. 
It  was  found  that  the  last  entry  In 
Captain  Kldd's  chart  book  waa  made 
on  April  2,  and  the  Provincial  Con- 
stable at  Ganges,  J.  N.  Rogers,  re- 
ports he  Is  satisfied  that  deceased 
went,   as   usual,    to    light   the    lantern 


on  his  launch,  then  fell  Into  the 
water  and  was  unable  to  get  aboard 
again.  CapC  Kldd  was  not  in  very 
good  thealth.  having  Just  recovered 
from  a  second  operation  for  cancer. 
It  is  suted  t'hat  there  was  no  sign 
of  foul  play. 

Provincial  Constable  Rogers  start- 
ed dragging  operations  in  Clam  Bay 
Immediately,  and  although  the  search 
was  continued  for  several  days,  has 
proved  unsuccessful.  The  rowboat 
of  the  launch  is  also  missing  and  is 
presumed  to  have  drifted  out  to  sea. 

Deceased  was  born  In  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  in  18<3,  and  came  to  Can- 
Ad^  li_.yfi&Ei_agQ.    Ho  resided  in  tha 


Bast  for  six  years,  when  he  came  to 
Vancouver  with  hia  wife  and  family 
and  has  resided  there  since. 

Captain  Kldd  was  the  only  son  of 
Mr.  P.  Kldd,  auctloaoer.  of  Glasgow, 
Scotland.  Besides  his  wife  to  mourn 
his  loss  are  his  three  children,  one 
girl  and  two  sons.  He  had  no  other 
relatives  but  wi^  well  known  through-* 
out  Vancouver  Island  and  the  Main- 
land.
